RL 83.()1 Prtsof of experit;nce for certified and
Ifcensedappralsers. {i) An applicant seeking certification as
a general appraiser shall submit evidence satisfactory to the
department that the applicant has at least 3,000 hours of appraisal
experience obtained over a period of not less than 30 months.

(1 a) An applicant seeking certiFcation as a residential
appraiser shall submit evidence satisfactory to the department that
the applicant has at least 2,500 hours of appraisal experience
obtained over a period of not less titan 24 months.

{2} An applicant seeking licensure as an appraiser shall submit
evidence satisfactory to the department that the applicant has at
least 500 hours of appraisal experience.

(3) The work claimed under subs. (1) and (2) for appraisal
experience credit shall:

(a) Be in compliance with the uniform standards of profes-
sional appraisal practice, as in effect at the time -the appraisals
were prepared.

(b) Include ono or more of the following types of appraisal
experience: fee and staff appraisal, ad valorem tax appraisal, tech-
nical review appraisal, condemnation appraisal, appraisal analy-
sis, higltestand best use study, feasibility analysis, real estate con-
sulting or real estate broker's market analysis.

(c) Include, in the case of general appraisers, no more Phan
50% residential appraisal experience.

(d) Include, in the case of licensed appraisers and certified resi-
dential appraisers, no more than 25%a commercial appraisal expe-
rience.

(4} An applicant applying for certification or licensure under
subs. (1}and (2) shall submit an forms provided by the depart-
ment:

(a) An affidavit verifying the required appraisal experience.
{b) A Jog of appraisal experience.
(c) A chronological resume of employment.

RL 83,02 Verlflcation of appraisal experience. For
purposes of verifying appraisal experience claimed under this
chapter, the department may require an applicant to submit any of
the following:

{i) Business records, including tax records, which clearly
demonstrate the practice of residential or commercial appraising
claimed by the applicant.

(2) Records of teaching experience in residential or commer-
cialappraising obtained at any accredited college or university or
vocational, technical and adult education school or obtained by
teaching an approved appraisal course offered by a national or sta-
tewide appraisal organization.

(3) Employment records provided by an employer which
verify the applicant's experience as an appraiser, assessor, or
appraisal course instructor. Employment records shall include an
affidavit which verifies the number of hours employed, the type
of experience, and a description of the applicant`s duties.

(4) Employment records provided by an official of a lending
institution, insurance company, or similarly regulated agency,
which verifies the applicant's experience as a review appraiser.

{5) Copies of any appraisal listed in the documentation of
experience required under s. RI. 83.01 (4) (b}. 'the department
may contact any person listed an the application to obtain addi-
tional information about the experience of the applicant.

(ti) Records of the department of revenue or a local govern-
mental body which document file applicant's experience as'an
assessor, including Ent not limited to:

(a) A job description which identifies the job components rele-
vant topractice as an assessor and the number of hours spent per-
forming each component.

(b) Documents which demonstrate the applicant's perfor-
mance ofthe following components of the mass appraisal process
in accordance with Standard 6 of the uniform standards of profes-
sional appraisal practice, as in effect at the lima the components
were prepared:

1, Highest and best use study.
2. Model specification.
3. Model calibration,

(7) Any additional information the department deems neces-
sary to evaluate the applicant's experience,
